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Eighty-five percent complete and the countdown to 
the opening of the Renée and Henry Segerstrom Concert Hall and 
Samueli Theater continues! The construction timeline created by 
Fluor remains on schedule for acoustical testing this summer. 
Already the structure is creating an imposing presence in what will 
soon be known as Segerstrom Center for the Arts, part of the 
expanded Orange County Performing Arts Center. 

Each of the many steps and construction processes are interrelated. 
For instance there is maple millwork throughout the hall, much of 
which is now in place in the orchestra level and on many of the 
acoustical doors. This process will continue upward to the very top bal- 
cony. The final sealing of windows, particularly the vertical seals 
between the 650 panes of glass in the facade and those in the lobby of 
Samueli Theater, will soon be completed. 

Simultaneously, the air conditioning and ventilation systems con- 
tinue to be tested throughout the entire building. This is a signifi- 


cant stage in the completion of the hall, as the millwork and finishes

TERRENCE DWYER

The Orange County Performing Arts Center 


welcomes Terrence W. Dwyer as president and chief 
operating officer. Dwyer, who begins his tenure 


on April 20, 2006, succeeds Jerry Mandel. 


TERRENCE DWYER S cateerin the per 


forming arts spans more than 25 years. Most recently, he was manag- 
ing director of the Alley Theatre in Houston, Texas. His 
responsibilities included overseeing capital and annual fundraising, 
financial management, long-range planning and general administra- 
tion of the renowned theatre company. 

Prior to joining the Alley, Dwyer spent 12 years as managing direc- 
tor of the prestigious, Tony Award-winning La Jolla Playhouse, 
where he was instrumental in the theatre’s successful turnaround. 
Dwyer’s accomplishments included the expansion of its education 
programs, the planning and successful completion of the 
Playhouse’s $44 million capital campaign for a new theater complex, 
the creation of a larger endowment fund and new artistic programs. 

Dwyer also previously served as managing director of New York’s 
acclaimed Off:Broadway Circle Repertory Company and Laura Dean 
Dancers and Musicians, and held various positions at the Mark 
Taper Forum, Yale Repertory Theatre and Circle in the Square 
Theatre, among others. 

Dwyer holds a master’s degree from the Yale School of Drama’s 
theater administration program, and has served on numerous pan- 
els and committees, including the NEA Advancement and Dance 
on Tour Review Panels, San Diego Arts Commission Funding 
Policy Committee, and the League of Resident Theaters’ Executive 
and Planning committee. 

Dwyer sat down with arts writer Christopher Trela to talk about 


his new position and his vision for The Center's future. 


Q: Congratulations on your appointment as the new 
President of The Center. 
A: Thank you, I’m very excited to be here! It’s really an incredible 


opportunity for me on both a personal and professional level. 


Q: You must be thrilled to be back in Southern 
California. 

A: I am happy to be back. I spent the last year in Texas, where I 
worked with wonderful people in a fantastic city, but I’m very famil- 
iar with Southern California and I used to come to The Center all 
the time when I worked at La Jolla Playhouse. This is one of the 
places I always kept an eye on. And now, with The Center at such 
an exciting time in its history, it’s poised to reach another level of 
artistic achievement and community engagement. It’s a place where 
new programs and entrepreneurial ideas can flourish. It’s a job I 
could not resist. 

Also, I love all things related to the ocean, so this is a nice change 
from Texas in that regard. And my wife, Amy, and I have the most 
beautiful seven-year-old daughter in the world — not that any Dad 
has ever said that. She’s very excited to return to Southern 
California, and is really looking forward to some beach time. I also 
have a sister that lives in Newport Beach and a brother in Mission 
Viejo, and my wife’s family is on the West Coast, so we have many 


ties to the area. 


Q: Based on your career experiences, The Center seems 
like a very good fit for your talents. 

A: Absolutely. It’s fantastic to be in an environment where you have 
an ambitious, financially healthy organization that has great stan- 
dards of artistic excellence. I also enjoy meeting people, building 
relationships with the community and envisioning and implement- 
ing long range plans to help build a great future that will benefit 
everyone. It’s really the combination of those and serving a commu- 
nity that’s wildly supportive of the arts in general. 

We also have the chance to explore areas of producing, building 
different kinds of bridges out into the community, and really rede- 
fine the role an arts organization can play in this county ~ how it can 
be an even greater cultural citizen and an even more invaluable asset 
to the whole educational and cultural landscape of Orange County. 
It's an ideal time for that kind of thinking, and I’m looking forward 


to working with the board and staff in exploring some of these ideas. 


Q: It appears that much of your experience at La Jolla 
Playhouse will mirror the types of responsibilities you'll 
have at The Center. 

A: Well, not everything. When I first arrived in La Jolla, there were 
some severe financial challenges that the organization needed to 
address. Here, we're fortunate that The Center is in great shape — it 
has strong leadership and a great staff, which is fantastic. 

La Jolla Playhouse produced many great musicals, some of which 
went on to New York and theaters across the country, including the 
Orange County Performing Arts Center. Consequently, I’m very 
familiar with regional theater and the people who produce ambi- 
tious, high-level productions, including musicals. I’m sure those 
experiences will be valuable in the years ahead here at The Center. 

At the Playhouse, also, we did complete a substantial capital cam- 
paign over a six-year period. We certainly had our challenges, but 
eventually reached our goal. I’m confident we'll have the same posi- 
tive results here at The Center, and, of course, I’m looking forward 


to sharing those celebrations with the community. 


Q: The arts are a collaborative effort, and your back- 
ground reveals numerous ways in which you collaborated 
with both artists and arts supporters. Would you say that 
your management style is based on collaborations? 

A: Definitely. I like collaborating with people, I like teamwork and 
brainstorming and accomplishing things together. Great things are 
accomplished when a lot of people work together on something in 
support of a shared vision, which is why I’m so excited about with 
this position. The Center’s board is so strong and supportive of the 
arts and our resident Arts Partners, and the staff is so talented and 
passionate about The Center and its future. You can feel the pride and 
excitement in the halls here. It makes me very excited about the 
future of The Center and what role I can play in that. But it will really 
be what part we all play — the staff, the board, the community. I want 


everyone to share the ride, and I’m sure it will be very exciting. 


Q: Were the arts a large part of your family while you 
were growing up? 

A: My father played the piano a bit. He was an engineer, and a 
pretty fine visual artist. There were eight kids in my family, so we 
only occasionally would go to a museum, or a play. We lived in New 


Jersey, just outside of Philadelphia, and I do have memories of

going to the Philadelphia Museum of Art. I also have clear memo- 
ries of experiencing the arts in high school. One time, we took a 
field trip to see a production of The Tempest at a local community 
theater, and it was simply magical. I’ll never forget it. And I had an 
unbelievably inspiring theater teacher in high school, which I know 


shaped my thinking and opened my mind in fantastic ways. 


A: At one time, I was seriously considering a career in areas that 
relate to social work and child services. | was very interested in 
child clinical psychology. I had a lot of academic study in that area, 
but at one point I took what I thought was a temporary diversion to 
the arts, and now there’s no turning back and certainly no regrets. I 
think that background sensitized me to the impact that the arts can 
have on all areas of the community. What we do is not just about 
entertainment or developing new audiences or future arts support- 
ers. We're giving voice to a diverse range of community members 
and artists. And we're helping children to see expanded possibilities 
for their own futures and to gain a sense of self confidence and 
increased communication skills. There are so many things that the 
arts can do, must do, and will do to enhance the quality of life in 


our community. 


A: Well, when you think about it, to have this community support- 
ing The Center, its Arts Partners and so many other excellent arts 
organizations for so many years already, and at such a high level, 
it’s a huge success story. Sure, there’s more money to raise, and 
we'll do it, We'll build those relationships; we'll engage people in a 
dialogue that will make them want participate in great cultural and 
educational enterprise. 

I can't wait to see excited crowds of people spilling out of the 
Renée and Henry Segerstrom Concert Hall, Samueli Theater, 
Segerstrom Hall and Founders Hall. And students and teachers in 
our education center participating in enhanced programs sponsored 
by The Center and the Arts Partners as well as our artists going out 
into the schools. We have a great community with great cultural 
organizations and unlimited potential. That’s what I see for The 


Center, and I couldn't be more excited.

TOMORROW’S STARS AT THE 
CENTER SHOWCASES SOUTHERN 
CALIFORNIA'S BEST STUDENT TALENT 
IN THE PERFORMING ARTS. 


‘ Ah, the row of the crowd. 


There’s only one sound sweeter to the ear of a young artist: 
That’s feedback. Whether it’s a rave review or analysis that stings 
but rings true, a professional's thoughtful critique is a valuable tool. 
It can shape virtually every choice a rising performer makes, from 
the selection of the perfect audition piece to the hairstyle worn to a 
casting call. 

This month, The Center’s education department is giving this 


tool to some 175 young singers, dancers and musicians, no strings 


_. attached. The delivery method: Tomorrow’s Stars at The Center, a 


Program which develops the skills, and maybe the careers, of some 
of Southern California’s dedicated high school and college artists. 

Since early this year, The Center has been receiving applications 
from students eager to take part in this important process. The 
Center’s education department staff cast a wide net to let the com- 
munity know of this rare opportunity, contacting not only high 
school and college performing arts departments, but private studios 
as well. Applicants are invited to audition in one or more categories 
that reflect The Center’s series: classical dance, classical music, 
musical theater and classical vocals, and jazz music.

The students will complete their first round of auditions this 
month, stepping one by one before a carefully selected panel of pro- 
fessionals from these categories. The 2006 panelists had not been 
announced at press time, but you can expect them to have sterling 
credentials. For example, last year’s panel included Broadway 
actor/singer/dancer Jason Graae and Orange County classical dance 
innovator Molly Lynch. 

Does Tomorrow’s Stars sound like American Idol, OC edition? 
Perish the thought. You'll never hear a dismissive “Thank 
you...next!” from these judges, and nary a snide remark. 

Each audition — which can last as long as 10 minutes, an 
unheard of luxury by open call standards — is designed to nurture 


these young people, giving them a forum to strut their stuff for the 


pros and to hear firsthand how that strut could be improved. Judge's 


comments are carefully considered and always constructive. It’s an 
experience meant to build the young people up and provide a helpful 
nudge toward their next step, whether that’s a tryout for the high 
school spring musical ora spot in the corps of Britain's Royal Ballet: 
Every auditioner receives written analysis from the panel. After 
the first audition, about half will be invited to an April callback, fur- 


ther opportunity for time with the expert panel. From these semi-

finalists, about a dozen will be chosen as a Tomorrow’s Stars final- 
ist, and perform in two showcases on May 7 in Founders Hall. 
(There is no one overall winner.) 

These fortunate few will also earn a $1,000 scholarship (new this 
year, thanks in part to funding from Center support group 
Founders Plus) and arts experiences tailored to their interests, 
including season tickets to a Center series in their discipline and 
invitations to take part in prestigious master classes with visiting 
Center artists. This month, for example, the 2005 musical theater 
finalists will join Emmy-winning actress/singer/dancer Megan 
Mullally — best known as Karen on TV’s Will & Grace — for a mas- 


ter class prior to one of her cabaret performances in Founders Hall.

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To spend time with artists of Mullally’s or Graae’s caliber in mas- 


ter classes or auditions is to tap into decades of real-life performing 


arts experience, says Jason Holland, The Center’s manager of edu- 

cation programs. “Every panelist has something they can input,” he 
explains. “For example, a dance professional can watch a young bal- 
let dancer and give her paragraphs on technique, but somebody like 


Jason Graae can watch that dancer and say, ‘You have amazing stage

presence’ or “Tell us more with your character.’ Really, with these 
kind of insights, you could prevent a student from making a year’s 
worth of mistakes out there.” 

These are wonderful perks for young artists. But as Holland 
observes, Tomorrow’s Stars is more about the process than the 
prize. “All of these kids are truly pre-professionals,” he says. “They 
are serious about their craft and they deserve a chance to shine. We 
hope the Tomorrow’s Stars program is a springboard for them, 
wherever they are headed.” 

And oh, the places they go. 

The “graduates” of the 2004 and 2005 Tomorrow’s Stars have 
used their experience wisely. Armed with more polished audition 
skills and improved self-confidence, they sought coveted spots in 
college performing arts programs, internationally acclaimed acade- 
mies and even national touring shows. 

Every audition lays the groundwork for the next one for perform- 
ers like dancer Quenby Hersh of Newport Beach. Quenby, 18, was a 
finalist in last year’s classical dance category and is now enrolled in 
the prestigious Royal Ballet School in London. She’s been compet- 
ing since her early teens, winning top honors in the Youth America 
Grand Prix and the Helsinki Ballet Competition, among others. 

Her mother, Karen Hersh, says she was pleasantly surprised by 
the supportive atmosphere her daughter enjoyed in the 2005 
Tomorrow's Stars. Her excellence and drive earned her a coveted 
spot in the Royal Ballet School, and she plans to pursue a career 
with a professional company when she completes her studies there 
later this year. 

“The panel was very definitely supportive,” recalls Hersh. “Every 
round was a positive experience for her because of the judges’ feed- 
back. " 

As Hersh points out, students like Quenby who compete at high 
levels can sometimes feel stressed out. But The Center's program 
was practically an oasis for her daughter, who was jetting between 
several demanding competitions around the country near the time 
of her Tomorrow's Stars audition. 

“It came at a good time for her,” says Hersh. “Every step was very 
comfortable and very positive ... she never felt awkward or threatened. 
When she came out [of auditions], she felt really good about it." 

Chelsey Everhart, now a freshman in Pepperdine University’s 
music department, remembers her 2005 Tomorrow’s Stars audition 
as a turning point in her developing musical style. At 16, the

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est gift is a narrow set of well-defined 


guidelines. For Kurt Elling, one of the lead- 
ing practitioners of the jazz singing style 
known as vocalese, “The music is almost 
inevitably first.” That means that whereas 
writers can of course use a variety of voices 
and narrative devices, Elling has to follow 


the preexisting melody. 


“I’m working in such an odd little world 
of writing ... Because the lyrics need to be 
applied to the jazz idiom, to contemporary 
jazz melodies, that structure requires that I 
cast those lyrics in a very specific way,” 
Elling says. 

Orange County Performing Arts Center 
audiences will get another chance to experi- 
ence Elling’s lyrical alchemy when he 
returns to the Jazz Club in Founders Hall 
April 7 and 8. The five-time Grammy® 
nominee has been hailed as one of the 
greatest male jazz singers working today, 
and his unique style of setting lyrics to pre- 
viously recorded solos has been credited by 
some with redefining the art of jazz 
singing. But if, as Charlie Chaplin famously 
observed, “art is the concealment of effort,” 
Elling’s biggest accomplishment may be 
that he makes the process look so easy. 

“It probably goes without saying that it is 
a little bit different with every piece,” Elling 
says, “and as I get older, it gets longer and 


longer. More often than not these days, I 


have to be conscious of the process. I will 
decide that this is the piece I will work on, 
and then I’ll start to break it down. Is it fea- 
sibly possible? Will its structure sustain the 
melody? From then on it’s grunt work, like 
any writing.” 

Of course, that doesn’t mean there’s no 
room left for inspiration. “There have been 
certain pieces that have been floating 
around in my head for a while,” says Elling. 
“Then suddenly something will drop into 
place and there will be that moment of 
‘Aha, that’s how that’s supposed to go, 
that’s how it works!’” 

Born in Chicago in 1967, Elling began 
his musical career, like a lot of jazz vocal- 
ists, by singing in church. Spending his for- 
mative years in such a spiritual milieu, as 
well as time spent as a graduate student at 
the University of Chicago's Divinity School, 
had a definite impact on the direction of his 
art. “There’s a fairly recurring 
theological/philosophical inquiry underway 
in my stuff,” he says. “Since I grew up 
doing church music, it stands to reason 
that there would be a spiritual or religious 
aspect to my work.” 

But, Elling quickly points out, it’s not the 
only element in his songs. “I don't like 
making a recording or going into a live set- 
ting and saying ‘Now I’m going to work in 
this spiritual element.’ When I’m in front 


of a live audience, I like it if something

you're coming to hear Megan Mullally in the Cabaret 
Series this spring, don't expect classic show tunes. The actress- 
singer, who plays Founders Hall April 18-22 with her band, 
Supreme Music Program, is as much an iconoclast in her music as 
she is on television, having made an indelible impression there as 
Karen Walker, the socialite assistant with the pig-squeal voice and 
martini in hand on Will & Grace. 

That shrill, against-type pitch was Mullally’s idea, helping define 
her breakout character as one of sitcom’s most memorable in recent 
years; she won an Emmy® Award for the role in 2000. The real 
Mullally is more laconic and laidback, certainly more dulcet of tone 
and down-home in style. Her cover band plays a grab bag of songs 
and styles, with lyrics by everyone from Edna St. Vincent Millay to 
Bobbie Gentry. (Would Karen Walker even have heard of the New 
England poet?) 

Mullally herself hails from the Great Plains, having grown up in 
Oklahoma City, where she trained as a dancer and, as a teenager, 
soloed with a ballet company. She spent summers studying at 
George Balanchine’s School of American Ballet in New York, but 
switched from ballet to the boards after discovering theater as a stu- 
dent at Northwestern University. She performed on Chicago stages 
for several years before moving to Los Angeles in the mid-1980os. 

Her first regular TV series role came in the 1986-87 sitcom The 
Ellen Burstyn Show, playing the star’s daughter, followed by appear- 
ances in several short-lived series and guest shots on Seinfeld, 
Frasier and China Beach. She scored an instant hit with Will 
Grace, now in its eighth and final season, and has amassed three 
Screen Actors Guild Awards and an American Comedy Award as 
well as the Emmy for her naughty-and-not-so-nice onscreen antics. 
Her film credits include Anywhere But Here and Everything Put 
Together. 

Her band may not do Broadway, but Mullally has, debuting in 
1994 in Grease with Rosie O’Donnell and garnering an Outer 
Critic’s Circle Award nomination for the Broadway revival of How to 
Succeed in Business Without Really Trying opposite Matthew 
Broderick. In Los Angeles, she belongs to a small theater company, 
The Evidence Room, where she met her husband of two years, actor 
Nick Offerman. She has sung at the Walt Disney Concert Hall and, 
with Supreme Music Program, performed at Lincoln Center and the 
Kennedy Center as well as the Oklahoma Civic Center and with the 
Seattle Symphony. She’s also released two CDs with her group: the 
out-of-print Sweetheart Break-In and Big as a Berry.

songs. Like [the mournful] “Down by the Water” by [English alterna- 


tive rock singer-songwriter] P.J. Harvey. People might never buy 
anything by P.J. Harvey, but if my audience from Will @ Grace hears 
this, maybe they will. 


Bobbie Gentry’s “Ode to Billie Joe” was a hit in its day, but 


the others are indeed obscure. It’s not a traditional cabaret act. 


No. It’s just a band. I will pick a set — it’s not like we’re 
pulling songs out of the air.

It was while at school at Gustavus 
Adolphus College in St. Peter, Minnesota, 
that a friend introduced Elling to the music 
of Dexter Gordon, Dave Brubeck and 
Herbie Hancock, as well as the scat singing 
of Ella Fitzgerald. Intrigued, Elling started 
sitting in with a student combo and soon 
joined the college’s jazz orchestra. 

But it wasn’t until he was introduced to 
the soaring solos of alto saxophonist Paul 
Desmond and decided that he wanted to 
sing the way Desmond played, that Elling’s 
musical path was set. He soon discovered 
the work of Jon Hendricks, whose seminal 


work of setting lyrics to Benny Golson's “I 


Remember Clifford” blazed a whole new 
trail in jazz music. 

After graduation, Elling returned to 
Chicago and by the early ‘gos was gigging 
around town. He eventually became a fix- 
ture at the Green Mill's Monday night jam 
sessions led by saxophonist Ed Peterson, 
where he met Laurence Hobgood, the 
pianist in Peterson's band. Elling immedi- 
ately recognized a musical soulmate, and 
he and Hobgood began their mutually ful- 
filling musical partnership. Five recordings 
and five Grammy nominations later, they're 
still going strong. 

It should come as no surprise that Elling 
draws from a staggering variety of sources; 


after all, he was recognized early on for 


working in images and references from 
such writers as Rainer Maria Rilke, 
Kenneth Rexroth, Marcel Proust and Jack 
Kerouac into his vocal compositions. Yet 
Elling is quick to point out that there’s 
more than one well of inspiration: “There 
are writers I enjoy. There are musicians 
whose work I respect. But I don’t know if 
you can point to any one person and say, 
‘That’s my inspiration.” 

Elling is currently enjoying such authors 
as Pulitzer Prize winner Michael Chabon 
and the renowned Philip Roth. He also cites 
Paul Auster, “a writer who is quick to say 
how in love he is with the process of writing 
and writing itself ... his writing style is good 
company. It’s baffling to me that his writing 
isn't more recognized here in the States. 
He’s more popular in France. Of course, the 
same can be said of me, I guess.” 

Elling is careful to avoid the suggestion 
that his work be viewed as a direct interpre- 
tation of the writers he draws from. “For 
one thing, it’s hard enough for people to 
figure out what they really mean when they 
say something, so imagine how difficult it 
is for someone like me to say, ‘This is what 
I think this meant when he wrote that.’” 

His explorations of the musical land- 
scape have found him poring over the 
works of John Scofield (“really difficult”), 
Wayne Short and Sarah Vaughan. “I want 
to find some new standards to play with,” 
Elling explains. 

He’s also digging deep into Chicago tenor 
saxophonist Von Freeman's work, particu- 
larly his version of the Duke Ellington clas-

sic “I Like the Sunrise.” “There’s a jagged 
quality to Von's playing that makes it really 
challenging and interesting to work with.” 
Elling likens Freemar’s soulful sound and 
hard-won authenticity to a preacher testify- 
ing. “Eventually, we're going to make 
another recording, which should include a 


lot of the material I’m working on now.” 


One recent achievement that Elling is 
particularly proud of is the Whitman 
Oratorio, pianist/composer Fred Hersch’s 
bold adaptation of Walt Whitmar’s celestial 
American epic poem “Leaves of Grass.” “I 
was honored to have Fred write this piece 
specifically for me,” Elling says. “It was 
such an impossible and beautiful thing, 
adapting Whitman's poetry to music. His 
work is uplifting for my spirit.” Elling finds 
the work “especially important now, in this 
time of division, when we need to say, 
‘People, let’s work together.” 

Elling also recently participated in a 
series of performances marking the ro" 
anniversary of the Traffic Series at the 
Steppenwolf Theater: “It’s this very cool 
program that tries to bring together audi- 
ences and artists, especially those people 
that are working with poetry, spoken word 
and music.” 

So what can Center audiences look for- 
ward to when Elling returns to Founders 
Hall? Well, he will once again be playing 
with his trio, albeit with a change in the 
line-up: new drummer Kobie Watkins. 
Their Jazz Club performances will feature 
“some things from Man in the Air. I like to 
do some familiar stuff for the fans [along 
with] plenty of new material,” says Elling. 
We'll be deep into the stuff we’re working 


on then. I’m always looking for new 


stuff.” rai

As supporters of the arts in Orange County for more than 


30 years, Victoria and David Collins have watched their commu- 
nity’s performing arts grow from grassroots to the soon-to-open 
Renée and Henry Segerstrom Concert Hall and Samueli Theater. 
Standing alongside Segerstrom Hall, these exquisite facilities will 
place The Center on an international standing alongside such 
renowned performing arts centers as Lincoln Center in New York 
and the Kennedy Center in Washington, DC. 

The couple and their five children can remember when The 
Center was still on the drawing board, and felt back then it was 
important as a family to be supporters of this arts community. 
When The Center opened and the Collins name was included on 
the Endowment element as major donors, they purposefully 
included the names of their children.

Today, it’s not unusual for major dance compa- 
nies and orchestras to make The Center one of the few American 
stops of their international tours. 

Over the years, the Collins family has enjoyed a variety of perfor- 
mances, including opera, ballet, Broadway musicals and symphony 
orchestras. “Victoria loves the Broadway shows, and | love the sym- 
phony,” says David. “Our own Pacific Symphony is world-class, and 
the new hall will give it greater international prominence to shine 
alongside the great orchestras that visit The Center.” They are also 
excited about the performances that will be featured in Samueli 
Theater. “It will attract live entertainment, such as jazz and cabaret 
artists, that will be extraordinary in this intimate setting,” says 
Victoria. “The audience will feel as if they’re ‘in the experience’ of a 
virtuoso performance.” 

Victoria has been a member of Angels of the Arts since 2000, 
which has added to their enjoyment of Center events such as the 
annual Candlelight Concert. And last year, David (who has served 
two terms on the board of the Philharmonic Society,) was invited to 
join The Center's board of directors.

Have you wondered what guests on hardhat tours of the Renée 
and Henry Segerstrom Concert Hall and Samueli Theater are see- 
ing and learning about The Center's new venues? 

Here are some facts that you might find interesting: 

The total structure is 250,000 square feet and 106 feet tall. The 
Grand Portal of the existing Center building tops out at 88 feet. 

Architect Cesar Pelli designed the serpentine glass facade to 
mimic the flow of a theater curtain and gentle waves of the Pacific. 
There are 650 panes of glass suspended vertically from horizontal 
mullions. The facing of the rest of the building is textured 
Portuguese limestone that is already reflecting the warmth of the 
Southern California sun. 

The concert hall lobby is 66 feet, floor to ceiling. The flooring 
will be Spanish granite. A stainless steel and glass circular staircase 
will lead from the street level to the balcony level lobby. At the head 
of the staircase will be the Circle of Honor, frosted glass panels 
inscribed with names of donors of $5 million or more to capital 
campaign. 

The concert hall is five stories high. There are 128 acoustical 
doors that, along with the three acoustical canopies above the per- 
formance platform, allow conductors and musicians to adjust the 
acoustics to best showcase everything from a large Mahler sym- 
phony orchestra to a single a cappella vocalist. 


Warm Canadian maple faces the interiors of the balconies and 
tiers, giving the concert hall a rich and luxurious ambience. And 
the seats are large, comfortable and allow plenty of leg room. 

Samueli Theater has been designed in a less formal style than 
the concert hall, deliberately reminiscent of the intimate Broadway 
theaters. Large frosted glass panels with backlight will create a 
unique presence and character. 

Samueli Theater will have a maximum capacity of 500 and 
include two mezzanines. It’s multi-use design will accommodate 
thrust stage, theater-in-the-round, club-style, traditional concert, 
seminars and banquets. It will be the future home of The Center's 
Jazz Club and Cabaret series and Pacific Symphony’s Café Ludwig. 

Few people have yet seen the basement — but there are addi- 
tional first-class accommodations to be found. Fifteen dressing 
rooms, locker rooms — specific locker sizes for oversized musical 
instruments, 8 private rehearsal rooms, a music library, storage anc 
the heating, ventilation and air conditioning equipment. 

At more than 80% complete, the Renée and Henry Segerstrom 
Concert Hall, Samueli Theater and the education center are 
becoming a dramatic reality in the theatre and cultural 
heart of Orange County. We look forward to

theater performer. But the adjudicators saw something more and 
encouraged her to explore new vistas. 

“They were really helpful,” recalls Everhart, who says she'll be 
back to audition in the 2006 program. “They told me I needed to 
look more deeply into my song, to relate it back to myself and make 
it my own. They also said that I was very jazzy, and that I should 
sing some Cole Porter or Duke Ellington,” Everhart continues. “I 
love jazz but I had never considered singing it; now I’m working a 
lot more with classic jazz pieces and I’m very comfortable with it. 
That absolutely changed my thinking.” 

Another Tomorrow's Stars alum, Erin Mackey, also appreciates 
the value of a nurturing audition experience, knowing very well 
how competitive the performing arts can be. “Auditioning is your 
life if you're going to do theater,” says Mackey, a 2004 Fullerton 
High School graduate who started auditioning for film and televi- 
sion at 10, and added musical theater to her resume at 13. 

A veteran of several Broadway show tryouts — good experience, 
but no jobs, she says — she landed a swing role (meaning she steps 
in for various female ensemble parts as needed) in the national 
touring company of Wicked while on summer break from her stud- 


ies at Carnegie-Mellon. 


Mackey has some words of wisdom for future Tomorrow’s Stars 
auditioners, advice that could apply to all young artists eager to try 
their wings on the stage. In short: It’s all about attitude. “It’s so 
important to feel good about it, win or lose,” she says. “Just do the 
best you can do that day; if you're sick, that’s what you have to deal 
with. Just do your best with whatever place you're in. 

“The people [on the panel] want you to succeed,” Mackey contin- 
ues. “You're putting yourself out on a limb, and they want this to be 
a positive experience for you. Just think, they’re looking for some- 


one special and they want it to be you.” al
